Other Trades’ Pay is Cited While Ten 
Other Demands of Union Are Set

Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 21.—'To­ 
day, the second of renewed wage con­ 
tract negotiations in the anthracite 
industry, found mine operators and 
union officials widely 
separated in 
their ideas of proper mine pay rates. 
The subject opened at the first meet­ 
ing yesterday was scheduled to be tak­ 
en up again for discussion today while 
the ten other demands of the union 
were temporarily set aside. 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, emphasized the 
$2 increase demand for his men as 
justified in view of recent increases 
for steel workers, building trades and 
textile hands. S. B. Warringer, head of 
the operators committee, said that the 
anthracite scale fixed in 1920 had not 
bien decreased and had been generally 
declared adequate by the United States 
Coal Commission. 
Pending demands of the union for a 
20 per cent increase in rates per ton 
for mining coal were 
given fuller 
examination today. 
The operators 
declared that this would add two dol­ 
lars a ton to the price of prepared 
sizes of coal to the consumer while 
the miners took the position that no 
additional charge should be borne by 
the public.

FURNISH TRANSPORTATION 


A comprehensive survey of indus­ 
trial conditions in this 
State, ju s t, 
made public by the United States De­ 
partment of Labor, shows a slight les­ 
sening of labor shortage in some in­ 
dustries, which has done little, how­ 
ever, to reduce the unsatisfied demand 
for farm labor in most sections. 
The labor shortage continues' in 
many industrial activities with a con- 1 
sequent shortage in those branches. 
The report, in part, follows: 
•‘Pennsylvania— Midsummer period 
of dullness in the steel industry has 
lessened the severity of the labor 
shortage in many mills, and has eased 
employment conditions in other lines. 
Farm labor is in considerable demand 
throughout the state. The fruit crop 
i in the northwestern section has caused 
an increase demand for pickers and 
; laborers. Cambria county is suffering 
from a severe shortage of farm help. 
Huge Volume of Building 
“ Huge volume of building operations 
going ahead in every section of the 
i state, combined with state and county 
road work, continues to provide em­ 
ployment to all available skilled and 
unskilled building labor. 
Contracts 
have been let and work started on 
state highway repairs t<> cost $700,000, 
divided among the counties of Craw­ 
ford, Clarion, Erie, Lawrence, Indiana 
and York. 
“ A bridge in Clearfield county cost­ 
ing $22,(556 and erection of three rail- .
